Belize, B. H„ Sept. 15.— (By Pan-

less).—A tropical storm of unknown 
intensity swept across the Caribbean 
and struck near Pavo Obispo, Quin­ 
tana Roo, Mexico, Monday while tor 
ror-strickcn 
victims of 
Thursday’s 
hurricane were fleeing Belize. 
Pavo Obispo, a village of about 
1,700 inhabitants, is in a sparsely set­ 
tled section 150 miles north of this 
city. 
A graphic first-hand picture of con­ 
ditions in the hurricane area was 
sketched by Diddier Masson, local 
Pan-American field manager, as he 
returned to duty from assisting in re­ 
lief work. 
Casualties One In Ten 
His report estimated the number of 
dead at ‘‘well over 1,000” and said the 
number was ‘‘mounting constantly,” 
with the dead and injured equal to 
about one out of every ten persons in 
the city. 
Three Fears Predominate 
Masson said the three great fears 
were that riots would break out among 
the lower-class natives; that a water 
famine would occur, with “terrible 
consequences,” and that epidemics of 
disease would start. 
There is still “great danger of diffi­ 
culties among the laboring classes, 
which woifld be fatal to the relief 
work now going ahead under critical 
difficulties,” lie said. 
Whole families, he related, are 
making their perilous way up-river to 
settlements in the jungle unscathed in 
the storm, “confident they will be able 
to live on the natural edibles of the 
jungle, with the meager supplies of 
corn flour and other articles they may 
be able to secure from the tiny colo­ 
nies along the river banks.”

Football coaches, particularly In 
the south, who are planning ex­ 
tensive experiments this fall with 
the new type of pigskin can go 
ahead without worrying over pos­ 
sible action this year by the rules 
committee. 
Of course this matter of a foot­ 
ball made of eight sections instead 
of four hasn’t as yet become an of* 
ficial fact, so far as the game Is 
concerned. It will not until the 
season is started and the first new 
pigskin is booted into play. 
An official of the rules committee, 
who for that very reason does not 
want to be 
quoted officially, has 
this to say about the matter: 
"Naturally the new football has 
come to the attention of the com­ 
mittee bvt there has been no of­ 
ficial discussion. There will not be, 
either, 
until teams have had 
a 
chance to play with the ball and 
we have had an opportunity to 
weigh the results of actual play. 
"But of course there have been 
informal discussions and some of 
the faults of the new ball have come 
to the surface. 
"The chief complaint of those 
who have 
tried the 
new pigskin 
seems to be that it does not rebound 
as the old one does when dropped 
to the ground for a drop kick. 
"The chief advantage held forth 
Is that a ball of eight sections, with 
eight seams binding the sections 
together instead of four, is easier 
to pas#;. 
"Most passers, though, lay their 
fingers on the laces of the ball and 
grip one seam with the thumb. No 
matter hoyr many seams there are 
to grip there will still remain only 
one thumb to grip with and only 
one set of laces for the fingers. 
"The 
new ball does seem 
to 
have more accuracy because of the 
Increased wind resistance against 
the added four seams. 
"One possibility that seems to 
have been overlooked, however, is 
the chance that inferior leather 
will creep into the manufacture of 
the ball. 
"The present ball, with four sec­ 
tions, requires the use 
of fairly 
large pieces of leather_and fine

LANDED GENTRY 
OF SPAIN MUST 
“REPAY" ACRES 


Families Rest ins: For Many 
Centuries On “Loaned 
Lands” Must Pay Up. 


Madrid 
(AP).—Spanish 
families 
who have been basking for cen­ 
turies on the fat lands loaned by 
former kings in return for financial 
services, have been called upon by 
republican officials to "settle their 
debts.” 
A department of justice decree, 
which needs only the sanction of 
the assembly for its enactment, re­ 
quires that lands borrowed from the 
state on the above terms be return­ 
ed within six months. 
The decree itself explains that In 
olden times Spanish kings were ac­ 
customed to farm out miles of state 
property as security for individuals 
and organizations furnishing the 
royal court with financial assistance. 
Titles often were conferred with the 
transactions, and persons with a few 
thousand spare ducats could become 
favored figures at the royal courts. 
The republican decree is based 
on the conviction that revenues from I 
the* loaned properties have morel 
than recompensed the present hold- j 
ers for the cash outlay of their prefix I 
ecessors.

1930 Excess Puls Slate Far In 
Lead As Far As Surplus 
Is Concerned. 


W ashington, 
Sept. 
15 (A P)—In 
the forefront of the ‘•solvent’’ state 
class, Pennsylvania closed Its last 
fiscal year $12.518 480 to the Rood. 
The 
census bureau 
announced 
th at figure today as the surplus 
of receipts over expenditures 
of 
the state 
government during the 
fiscal year ending May 31. 1930. 
A drop of little more th an $5,000,- 
000 from the surplus of the pre­ 
ceding fiscal period, the 1930 excess 
placed the Keystone state far out 
in fronb of most commonwealths. 
It was the greatest surplus of eight 
states, figures for which have been 
compiled to date for 1930 by the 
bureau. 
With the 1929 surplus exoteric! 
by only one state—New York—the 
1930 balance was still higher than 
the 1929 surplus in 44 states. 
Tho 
advent of the depression in the la t­ 
ter part o l 1929 is believed by cen­ 
sus bureau officials to have lowered 
receipts of most states with a sub­ 


sequent decline in the am ount 
of 
surplus. 
Such 
an 
anticipated 
condition 
would place Pennsylvania near the 
top with its balance. 
Announcement of the surplus a t­ 
tracted some attention in view of 
the statem ent of Senator Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, 
th at 
pennsylvania 
was solvent and able to care for its 
own 
unemployment 
relief 
needs 
witliout help from the federal gov­ 
ernment. Recd 
recently 
asserted 
the state s finances were in good 
condition 
in 
attacking 
Governor 
Pinchot’s plea lo President Hoover 
tor a special session of congress to 
deal with the question of financing 
relief. 
In finding the surplus, the census 
bureau reported $169,097,295 was re­ 
ceived in revenue during the year 
as against a total expenditure of 
$156,578,819 for all purposes. 
O per­ 
ation and m aintenance of the gen­ 
eral departm ents of the state gov­ 
ernm ent, 
including 
state 
subsid­ 
iaries for schools, cost $111,183,938 
A total of $41,223,573 was spent 
for perm anent Improvements, most 
of which went for highways. 
Pay­ 
m ent of interest on debt am ounted 
to $4,046,154. 
The excess of receipts over ex­ 
penditures resulted in a decrease in 
the per capita debt of from $8 93 in 
1929 to $8 50 last year. 


The total debt 
outstanding 
on 
May 31, 1930, was $89,6x0.070, nearly 
all of which was for highways. The 
funded debt or the total less sink­ 
ing fund assets amounted to $81,- 
575,342. 
Operation of the state depart­ 
ments cost the average citizen of 
the 
state 
$11.58 
compared 
with 
$10.42 in 
1929 
The 
revenue re­ 
ceipts w?re at the per capita rate 
of $17.61. 
The per capita figures were based 
on an estim ated population of 9,- 
602.000 for the state. 
Road 
construction 
represented 
the largest single expenditure dur­ 
ing the year of $55.075,044. Of that 
sum. $27,907,585 was expended for 
construction 
and 
$27,167,459 
for 
m aintenance. 
In the revenue 
column, business 
and non-business taxes constituted 
46.5 per cent of the total revenue 
as compared with 42.9 per cent in 
1929 
Earnings of the state depart­ 
ments accounted for another 
7.1 
per cent of the total revenue, and 
special property and other special 
taxes. 35.9 per cent. 
The “business and non-business” 
group of taxes included the gasoline

Such conditions usually have associ­ 
ated with them constipation or diar­ 
rhea. 
"Now the point to be emphasised 
in this connection is that the con­ 
dition may not be infantile paraly­ 
sis, even in a light form, but the 
parents should take absolutely no 
chanoes if they do appear. Put the 
child to bed and send for the doctor 
at once. Even if it isn't the dread 
disease, everything is gained by such 
a procedure. And if, perchance, it 
is infantile paralysis, much valuable 
time has been saved, and the possi­ 
bilities of involvement of the spinal 
cord or the lower part of the brain 
will be decidedly lessened; this, as a 
professional fighter, is on the ground 
before the enemy has gained its real 
strength. 
"Always remember that wise cau­ 
tion. and the physician on hand 
when suspected symptoms are pres­ 
ent, are the most effective weapons 
against infantile paralysis. There­ 
fore, do not fail to use them."

governor stated in his letter to the 
various poor boards. 
"I am, therefore, writing to all 
poor boards and to a large number 
of private welfare agencies, asking 
for information that will give me 
a picture of conditions as the peo­ 
ple doing relief work see them. • * •

"Especially, I would like to know 
accurately 
whether or 
not your 
your community can meet its own 
relief needs this fall and winter.” 
He called attention to the act of 
the recent legislature amending the 
poor relief act of 1925 by empower­ 
ing poor 
boards to borrow

necessary "for the purpose of meet­ 
ing unusual or unforeseen demands 
for maintenance or support of tile 
poor.” 
This amendment, which 
became 
effective September I, follows: 
"Section 225. Temporary Loans. 
—For the purpose of meeting un­
